Neutral Envoy Says Wil- 
son Could Bring Six 
Weeks’ Halt in War.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 26.—[Spe-/ 


tal} President Wilson could ob- 
fain a Six weeks’ armistice in the 
European war if he would propose 
it,” a distinguished diplomat repre.

“If an armis- 
tice should be declared I am confi- 
dent that the fighting never would 
be resum 

Beneath the surface of the agita- 
tion for peace in this country and 
abroad the idea of an armistice is re- 
ceiving the thoughtful attention of offi- 
cals striving to pave the way for the 
termination of the war. 


ADVISERS URGE MOVE. 

It is known that the proposition, 
of asking the belligerents tc agree 
to an armistice has been suggested’ 
to President Wilson by several of 
his advisers, including an American. 
ambassador to one of the major na- 
tions at war. The president dis-, 
tussed it as probably the most feas- 
ble step in the direction of peace 
at could be taken at this time, but 
werved his judgment on the advisa- 
> a of making the move. 

Whether developments in the tmme- 
date future will convince Mr. Wilson 
of the propriety of suggesting cn 
irmistice remains to be seen. On the 
one side is his own eagerness to be of 
use in bringing the war to an end and 
the growing insistence of a large ele- 
ment of the American people that he 
attempt to initiate mediation. On the 
other side is the publicly expressed op- 
position of Great Britain and France 


to peace overtures at this time. 


WON’T RISK REBUFF. 

If the president should receive the 
slightest hint from responsible offictai 
sources that such a move would be wel- 
comed by one or more of the allies Mr. 
Wilson would propose an armistice, if 
hot the exchange of actual peace over- 
tures. As matters stand now, however, 
he is not disposed to make any advances 
that would provoke a rebuff from either; 
party to the creat quarrel. 

The diplomat quoted told me that the 
ateéptance of an armistice proposal by 
the central powers would be a foregone 
tslusion. He said he had reason to

WILSON KNOWS ATTITUDE.

He has been kept 
idvised on this matter by the American 
ambassadors to the belligerent nationa, 
four of whom—Walter Hines Page, 
Thomas Nelson Page, Sharp, and Ger- 
amd—have made extended visits to 
Washington lately and have conferred 
iMdividuaily and collectively with the 
president.

Wireless Warns 
U-Boat Operates 
’ Near U. S. Coast 


British Cruiser af New 
York Tells Allied Ves- 
sels Beware. 


New York, Nov. 26—The British 
cruiser Lancaster, stationed fifteen miles 
southeast of Sandy Hook, at 9 o'clock 
tonight sent out by wireless a general 
warning to all steamers flying the flags 
of the entente allies to beware of Ger- 
man submarines on this side of the At- 
lantic. 

The Lancaster directed the command- 
ers of all vessels to keep a sharp look- 
out for underwater boats. 

They were told to show no more lights 
than were necessary and to avoid so far 
as possible the regular lanes of steam- 
ship travel. 

A wireless warning previously sent out 
was caught at sea by the American line 
steamer Krovniand, it reported on arriv- 
ing today from Liverpool. Passengers 
on the American line steamship Phila- 
delphia, which also arrived today, said 
the ship was illuminated Saturday night 
and the. lifeboats were swung out ready 
for a possible emergency. Capt. Cady 
said, however, he had heard or seen 
nothing of submarines. 


Hunt fot Fighting U-Boat.

British marine circles tonight it is reli- 
ably reported that the German merchant 
submarine Deutschland, which left New 
London’ several days ago on a return 
voyage to Bremen, was picked up 300 
miles off the New England coast by a 
na- fighting submarine.

Deutschland left New London the first 
time, when it met with an accident and 
had: to return, failed despite the fact 
that at least five all’ d warships were 
seaching for it.

‘The submarine was first sighted 250 
miles east of the Virginia capes, its cap- 
tain evidently being in doubt as to 
whether the Deutschland put in at Bal- 
timore, as on its first voyage, or at New 
London. 

The submarine circled a British ship 
two days before the Deutschland sailed 
on its first voyage, but made no attempt 
to harm the vessel.

battle in protecting the retreat. ‘

PREDICTS FALL OF CAPITAL. 

The confidence of the German com- 
mand that Bucharest will be captured 
is saown in a dispatch from the front 
which quotes Gen. von Falkenhayn as 
saying that although “ nothing in this 
world is so certain thai one dare predict 
anything with safety,” Bucharest wil 
be 1 uncomfortable place for any one 
to be in when the Germans get thei: 
guns trained on it. 

Although Gen. von Falkenhayn de- 
clined to commit himself to any precic- 
tion as to when this might occur, and 
even questioned the military advantage 
of possession of Bucharest, when the 
same result might be accomplished by 
gradually decimating the Rcoumanian 
army, he left no doubt ‘hat he consid- 
ered it a possibility of the immediate 
future.

COAL CAR EVIL 


W. L. O’Connell to Ask Util- 
ities Board to Abolish 
Reconsignments. 


For the purpose of putting a crimp in 
the manipulation of the car reconsign- 
ment privilege to boost prices of coal 
Chairman William L. O’Connell of the 
public utilities commission today will 
ask that body to adopt an order aboi- 
ishing the privilege as it now exists, 

“Our investigation has furnished us 
with sufficient data to justify such an 
order,’’ Mr. O'Connell said. “‘ We have 
found coal cars are consigned over and 
over again and are thus kept standing 
in yards at no cost to the original con- 
signee, to whom in many cases it is 
finally reconsigned. I regard this as in- 
defensible. 


How the System Works. | 

“ As the system works now, the orig- 
inal consignee has forty-eight hours in 
which to unload before demurrage ac- 
crues. If, at the end of that time, he 
reconsigns the car, the new consignee 
has twenty-four hours’ additional, and 
80 On. 

“I do not believe in abolishing the 
privilege of reconsigning, but I think at 
the present, when dealers are taking ad- 
vantage of it to the detriment of the 
public, we should provide for demur- 
rage charges after the first forty-eight 
hours, no matter whether the car is re- 

or not. 

“I believe a dealer will hesitate about 
putting a car through a series of 
‘phoney’ reconsignments if he has to 
pay demurrage charges of $1 a day.”’

Other principal increases were in dis- 
tilled spirits, which showed an increase 


of more than $13,000,000; manufactured 
tobacco, cigars, 
showed an increase of nearly $8,000,000, 
The orily item to show a large decrease 
was the tax on fermented liquors, which 
decreased $1,155,000. 

The increase in taxes on distilled spirits 


was accounted for by the large amount 
of alcohol that was manufactured for 


war munitions. However, the distilled 
spirits of the drinkable kind also showed 
large increases. During the early part 
‘of the fiscal year the tax on fermented 
liquors showed a tremendous falling off, 
but gained substantially during the lat- 
ter part of the year. 

The states in which the‘largest collec- 
tions of intermal revenue taxes were 
made during the fiscal year were: New 
York, $104,910,489: Illinois, $65,287,404; 
Pennsylvania, $44,817,504; Kentucky,

WHEN THE ENGLISH DID A 
LITTLE DEPORTING. 


une.J—References have been repeatedly 
made in the daily press during the last 
few weeks as to the enormity of the 
latest crime against the Belgians—that 
of transporting many of them to Ger- 
many. 

This is not a unique incident in the his- 
tory of nations. The mind of the reader 
should hark back 160 years, to the time 
when Britain “sought to purge Acadia 
of French influence.”’ 

In our early grammar school days we 
were made familiar with the tyagic his- 
tery of the Acadians who were torn 
from their homes by the beneficent gov- 
ernment of Great Britain in 1755 and 
scattered along the Atlantic coast be- 
cause they refused to take the oath of 
allegiance to England. 

More than 7,000 of these gentle and 
thrifty French peasants were forcibly 
removed from the province of Nova 
Scotia, sent off in such haste that fami- 
lies were separated, and their houses 
and barns burned, to discourage their re- 
turn, in what Parkman designates as a 
“cruel measure of wholesale expatria- 
ticn.”’ 

Nor did the English authorities spare 
“the edifice of God” in their seal to 
punish this unhappy people; for they 
used the church and its offices as a 
decoy and a prison house for “ these 
simple Acadian farmers” who “ dwelt 
in the love of God and man” and who 
came, clad in homespun, guillelessly and 
trustingly, at the call of governmental 
authority, to hear a proclamation from 
the king of England. There they were 
kept until herded into British transports. 
One of the English officers wrote a 
note of commendation to Lieut. Col. 
Winslow, saying: “I am extremely 
pleased that things are so clever at 
Grand Pré and that the poor devils are 
so resigned.” But Col. Winslow was not 
without pity for the unfortunates, for 
he wrote: “It hurts me to hear their 
weeping and wailing.” Later he wrote:
